DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 , 4-6, 8-1 1 , and 41 -46 are pending. Claims 1 , 8, and 1 1 have been 
amended and claims 41-46 have been added in this communication filed 4/23/10 
entered as Amendment with RCE. 

2. The claim objections for claims 1 and 8 have been overcome by Applicants' 
amendments to claims 1 and 8 and are hereby withdrawn. 

3. The 35 USC 112, Second Paragraph Rejection for claims 1 and 1 1 has been 
overcome by Applicants' amendment to claims 1 and 1 1 and is hereby withdrawn. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 4/23/10 
has been entered. 

Claims 1 , 4-6, 8-1 1 , and 41 -46 are allowed and renumbered 1 -1 4. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Borgato (WO 99/05629), May (US 6,421,653), and Friend (2001/0032165) 
discloses a clearinghouse programmed and configured to store various data related to 
commodities to be offered for sale. Borgato. (WO 99/05629), May (US 6,421 ,653), and 
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Friend (2001/0032165) did not disclose the at least one tender including an 
authorization to receive a request to change the at least one term of the multi-variable 
commodity. 

"Merrill Lynch bearish on gold, silver" discloses a report noting several factors 
depressing gold prices and called gold a non-earning, poor performing asset. "Merrill 
Lynch bearish on gold, silver" did not disclose the at least one tender including an 
authorization to receive a request to change the at least one term of the multi-variable 
commodity. 

Odom et al. (US 6,058,379) disclosed exchanging commodities, accessing the 
listing by a potential purchaser, and processing information generated by the potential 
purchaser comprising a negotiation . Odom et al. (US 6,058,379) did not disclose the at 
least one tender including an authorization to receive a request to change the at least 
one term of the multi-variable commodity. 

Other Relevant Prior Art References 

Moskowitz (US 5,428,606): Porat et al. (US 7,330,826) ; Mistr, Jr. (US 
5,794,212) ; Micali (US 5,615,269), and Tuck et al. (US 6,1 15,698). 

An extensive search was performed and no better prior art was found. 

For these reasons claims land 1 1 are deemed allowable over the prior art of 
record and claims 4, 5, 6, 8-10, and 41-46 are allowed by dependency. 

It appears that the instant invention is beyond the skill of one of ordinary art. 
Accordingly the invention would NOT have been obvious because one of ordinary skill 
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could not have been expected to achieve it. NOR would they have been able to predict 
the results, and as such, they would have not capability of expecting success.
